A Soviet supply column wa* caught 
about midway along the lake on 
the night of Dec 26 and the decisive 
battle ended Dec. 31 with the de­ 
struction of Russian fortified po­ 
sitions on the lake's Northern end.

Northern and Southern segments of

Finnish army commander* said 
the spoils of th® final victory in ­ 
cluded 250 Russian trucks.
